Preliminary Conversa- 
tions on Coolidge’s Na- 
val Limitation Meeting 
Now Under Way. 


CITY NOT CHOSEN 
FOR CONFERENCE 


Gathering of Envoys of 
England, Japan and 
America Will Follow 
Geneva Sessions.

Geneva, March 15.—Preliminary 
conversations on President Coolidge’s 
three-power naval limitation confer- 
ence began here today with arrival 
of Lord Robert Cecil, chief British 
delegate to the disarmament confer- 
ence. He conferred with the Amer- 
ican ambassador to Belgium, Hugh 
Gibson. 

Unofficial pourparlers will be car- 
ried on with the Japanese delegate to 
the disarmament conference, pending 
arrival of the minister plenipoten- 
tiary whom Tokio has premised to 
send by June 1 for th: real confer- 
ence, 

City Not Chosen. 

Since the preparatory disarmament 
conference is expected to be completed 
within six weeks, it is believed the 
naval conferehtce among the _ tlree 
powers, with French and Italian ob- 
servers, may be held elsewhere—prob- 
ably in Paris, Brussels, or London. 

The American representatives point- 
ed out that President Coolidge mere- 
ly suggested Geneva, oaelieving that 
te parley would begin immediately, 
and that it would be convenient to 
hold it where the League of Nations 
disarmament conference was gving on, 
because of the many delegates and ex- 
perts from the various countries who 
were invited to Geneva. 

It is expected that the three-power 
naval conference will last a fortnight, 
or three weeks at the outsile. Ad- 
Vance conversations indicate’ that 
Great Britain and Japan arc as eager 
as the United States to terminate the 
costly const@iction program for cruis- 
ers, submarines and destroyers. 

Olive Leaf Offered. 

During the preliminary pourparlers 
the American representatives will ap- 
prise their British and Japanese col- 
leagues that President Coolidge did 
not intend to limit France and Italy 
ty a 1.75 basis as compared with the 
5-5-4 ratio of the others on other cate- 
gories than warships. This is expect- 
ed to mollify Paris and Rome. 

Japan, it is said, has not made spe- 
cifie reserves on the limitation of na- 
val armaments at the Singapore or 
Hawaiian bases. The English and 
American delegates feel certain, how- 
ever, that the Japanese will insist 
the fortificatiagS be taken into ac- 
count in alloting their quota of light 
craft. 

In view of the pronounced French 
views on submersibles, which Italy 
shares, the United States will not sup- 
port the British demands for outlay- 
ing submarines, which Lord Balfour 
raised at Washington in 1921. 

The Washington viewpoint is that 
the whole question of blockades—on 
which point the English admiralty de- 
manded submarines be tabooed—should 
be deferred to a later date when the 
section of the international law _ re- 
garding blockades has been codified. 

. The American delegation believes 

that allowances for cruisers, subma- 
rines and destroyers allocated to 
France and Italy will be so generous 
as to require at least ten vears for 
those powers to build up to them.

SOLICITOR RESTS 
QUIETLY AT HOME 
OVER WEEK-END 


Boyk Fn, Refreshed by 
Two-Day Relaxation, 
Resumes Probe of Don- 
aldson Death Monday. 


Satisfied with progress made by 
his staff in the nation-wide hunt for 
four men still at large under indict- 
ments charging them and four others 
with the murder of Bert Donaldson, 
erack investigator of the solicitor gen- 
eral's office, Solicitor General John 
A. Boykin took things easy over the 
week-ehd to gather strength for a 


vigorous offensive in the Donaldson 


case starting today. 

Solicitor General Boykin, seeking 
rest and relaxation after a week of 
feverish activity in the Donaldson 
case, barred himself from the world 
Saturday and Sunday in his home, 
giving members of his family igstruc- 
tions that he would see or’talk to no 
one except on vital matters. 

Members of Mr. Boykin’s family 
informed callers Sunday that Mr. 
eykin had dropped everything in 
connection with the case until Monday 
morning in order to completely re- 
fresh himself and get a new start in 
the investigation early this week. Mr. 
Boykin has not been out of the city 
within the past few days, except for 
a short trip with Mrs. Boykin to De- 
eatur, and has been out of touch 
wath his office since Friday, in order 
that he might secure a complete rest. 

Search Pushed- 

Reports that Mr. Boykin made a 
trip to another Georgia city Safurday 
to quiz a woman in connection with 
the investigation were declared by 
members of his family to be without 
foundation, as he has closed the case 
from his mind until this morning. 

While Mr. Boykin was resting Sun- 
lay, a nation-wide search for “Abe 
Nissenbaum,” alias “Spark Plug;” 
R. B. Lovett, alias “Hot Rock ;” Ed 
Lee Thomas, alias “Ed Lee,” and C. 
D. Jones, alias “Whitey Jones,” was 
pursued relentlessly by members of 
his investigation staff. The four men 
named above are under murder in- 
dictments returned last week by the 
Fulton grand jury following the sen- 
sational confession made by C. H. 
Fitchett, ex-Atlanta policeman, who 
is now in jail in Chattanooga on bad 
check charges. 

Fitchett, Ike Snead, Fleming King 
and Jack Lance, the other quartet 
named in the murder indictments, are 
in custody awaiting arraignment on 
murder charges. 

Await Fingerprints. 

Meanwhile, Mr, Boykin’s office is 
awaiting Fitchett’s fingerprints from 
Chattanooga, in order to compare 
them with fingerprints found on an 
electric light bulb in the closet in 
which Donaldson's slayer sat, it | be- 
ing believed that the man awaiting for 
Donaldson with a sawed-off shotguu 
turned the light bulb with his. bare 
hand so that his presence in the closet 
might not be betrayed to the investi- 
gator. 

Bert Donaldson was slain in a room 
of the Georgian Terrace hotel July 
29, 1926, with a sawed-off shotgun 
after being lured to the room on the 
pretext that he would be given yal- 
vable information to aid him in his 
search for Jack Wilson, alleged slay- 
er of W. H. Cheek, Peachtree road 
grocer. 

The slaying created a nation-wide 
sensation, and resulted in a general 
round-up of suspects, but no definite 
information on the crime was ob- 
tained until Fitchett made his con- 
fession in the Chattanooga jail, claim- 
ing that he fired the shot which end- 
ed Donaldson’s life, and that the 
men now under indictment were the 
other principals in the murder plot. 
Fitchett claimed in his confession that 
he was made drun.: and paid $400 for 
the slaying, and that the thing preyed 
upon his mind until he had to make 
the eonfession in order to secure peace.

INJUNCTION GUARDS 
PLAYERS IN AIKEN 


Golfers in Sumter Ap- 
peal to Courts for Re- 
straining Order, But 
Judges Deny Relief. 


Columbia, S. C., March 13.—(#)— 
Officers of Governor John G. Rich- 
ards today arrested tea persons, nine 
of them golf players, at Sumter, and 
for alleged violation 
of the ancient Sunday “blue laws.” 

J. K. Weeks, a winter resident, and 
Charles R. Villepigue were placed un- 
de: arrest’at Camden during the aft- 
ernoon, the former while playiag golf 
and Villepigue on a charge of inter- 
fering with an officer while in the 
performance of duty. Officers return- 
ing here tonight said a number of spec- 
tators of the match at Camden pre- 
veated the arrest of three other golf- 
ers, who with Weeks were playing a 
foursome. The presence of some 75 
spectators, the offi_ers said, screened 
the other three and prevented their 
identification. 

Eight Are Arrested. 

At Sumter, eight players were ar- 
rested by Sheriff C. M. Hurst, and a 
hearing set fer tomorrow. All of 
them are members of the Sunset Coun- 
try club at Sumter. Those arrested 
were H). D. Osteen, M. S. Boykin, H. 
K. Skinner, W. K. Wright, R. Leland 
Brunson and H. W. 
Crowson, Most of them consider Sum- 
ter their home. All were released on 
their own -recognizance. Their hear- 
ing will be before Magistrate M. J. 
Moore, and: it was indicated tonight 
that they would plead not guilty and 
would demand a trial by jury. 

An injunction was sought without 
avail last night to prevent interfer- 
ence at Sumter, it was learned today. 

Those arrested at Camden were or- 
dered to appear in magistrat#s court 
tomorrow. 

Villepigue, Rogers declared, laid 
hands on him and on the two cther of- 
ficers, J. B. Amaker and J. D. Munn, 
in attempting to prevent them from 


identifying the golf players, who, the 
detectives said, were surrounded by 
spectators, most of whom he identi- 
fied as being from the tourist hotel 
operating the links. 

Villepigue did not desist from his 
tactics, Kogers declared. until the of- 
ticer drew his handcuffs and threat- 
ened to lock the Camden man up. 

Officers Tipped Off. 

The officers, according to Rogers, 
had been tipped off that they would 
find trouble in making arrests, in 
consequence of the acquittal in a mag- 
istrate’s court Friday of eight Cam- 
den men who took to the links last 
Sunday in defiance of Governor Rich-

AIR MAIL CENTER 
HERE PREDICTED 


Hartsfield Sees Atlanta 
in 1928 as Focal Point 
Between New York, Ha- 
vana, New Orleans, Etc. 


Prediction that Atlanta will be the 
tranfer point for air mail routes from 
New Orleans to New York and from 
Havana, Cuba, and Miami to New 
York by the fall of next year, was 
made Sunday by Alderman W. B. 
Hartsfield, chairman of the municipal 
landing field committee. 

Alderman Hartsfield said that he has 


-been given assirances that the exten- 


sion of the New York line through 
Atlanta to New Orleans would meet 
with favor in Washington. He 
taking the matter up with the city of 
New Orleans and its chamber of com- 
merce, he declared. 

A separate company is being formed 
by officials of the Florida Airways 
corporation for the purpose of operat- 
ing a flying boat service to Havana. 
Cuba, from Miami, whereby a 10-hour 


air mail service from Atlanta to Ha- 
vayga will be established, Alderman 
Harisfield said. 

Mr. Hartsfield was assured offi- 
cially Sunday by V. E. Chenea, vice 
president of the Florida Airways cor- 
poration, that the airways company 
will resume operation of its Atlanta- 
Miami mail contract simultaneously 
with the initial flight on the Atlanta- 
New York route by the Pitcairn Avia- 
tion company, of Philadelphia. 

The New York-Atlanta-Miami air 
mail service is expected to be placed 
in operation between July and Au- 
gust, or as soon as the department of 
commerce completes. lighting of the 
route. The route will lighted from 
New York to Atlanta and at least as 
far south as Jacksonville, it was 
stated.

Woman Slaps 
Former Head 
Of Russians 


Under Guise of Presenting 
Bouquet, She Strikes Alex- 
ander Kerensky’s Face. 


New York, March 13.—)—Under 
the guise of presenting a bouquet of 
roses to Alexander Kerensky, former 
premier of Russia, a woman today 
struck him in the face. Kerensky had 
just arisen to address a gathering in 
the Century theater held a commemo- 
rate the tenth anniversary of the revo- 
lution led by Kerensky. <A’ woman 
rose from her seat on the stage and 
advanced toward Kerensky holding out 
a small bouquet of roses. As _ she 
came face to face with him she said 
something in Russian and struck him 
on the left cheek with her right hand 
in which she held a clenched pair of 
gloves. At once the gathering was in 
an uproar. Through it all Kerensky 
stood unmoved waving back those of 
his friends who sought te lay hands on 
Wis hseailant: 

Five detectives who were acting a‘ 
Kerensky’s bodyguard’ seized’ the 
woman and took her off the stage. 
She said she was Miss Catherine 
Bary, 34, a designer, of New York. 
At Kerensky’s request Miss Bary was 
allowed to free after being re- 
moved from-the theater. 

Miss Bary said she blamed Keren 
sky for having caused the death of 
her fiance, an officer in the Russian 
army in 1918, by issuing an order 
under which civilians were placed in 
charge of armed forces. She said she 
was neither a monarchist nor a com- 
munist, 

“Poor monarchists! They have 
lost their manhood and their cour- 
age,’ Kerensky said after the meet- 
ing. “None of the monarchist former 
officers in the hall would dare come 
up. Instead they sent a woman.” 


ALLLOGG STUDIES 
BAN ON SENATOR 


State Secretary Returns 
to Washington From 
Two Weeks’ Recupera- 
tion in South Carolina.

Washington, March 13.—(2)—Sec- 
retary Kellogg returned to Washing- 
ton today from his two weeks of re- 
cuperation in Seuth Carolina to find 
a new problem awaiting his attention, 
that of the exclusion of Senater Wil- 
liam H. King, democrat, Utah, from 
Haiti as “undesirable.’’ 

Just what the state department can 
do about it does not now appear, Rep- 
resentati ~ m1» to. President Bor- 
no, of Haiti, through John H. Rus- 
sell, American high commissioner in 
Haiti, urging that he reseind his ban 
on tne Utah senator, brought no re- 
sults, although said to have been 
strongly worded. 

The Hait‘an president is within his 
rights and there remains no ground 
for further diplomatic moves to per- 
mit the senator to carry out his plan 
of investigating conditions in Haiti 
in person except by way of persuasion. 


Hannibal Price, Haitian minister, is 
expected t- eall tomorrow on Secre- 
tary Kellogg to inform him of the tel- 
egram from Foreign Minister Leon 
reiterating the refusal to permit the 
senator to enter Haiti. Previous. com- 
munications with the state department 
and with Senator King have been con- 
fidential. 

The visit of the minister will afford 
Mr. Kellogg opportunity to renew in- 
formally the argument advanced 
throygh Mr. Russell that it would be 
better to permit Senator King to see 
Haitian conditions for himself. There 
did ag" s ar to be much hope in of- 
ficial. circles tonight, however, that 
the Haitian ban on the senatorial tour- 
ist would be lifted.

OPENT BY Uo 
IN FOGAL YEAR 


Chairman of House Ap- 
propriations Committee 
Announces Current Ex- 
penses at $4,211,201,270. 


DEMOCRAT SAYS 


Expense of “Federal Gov- 

ernment Continues To 
Grow,” Tennessee Rep- 
resentative Declares. 


Washington, March 13.—(#)—A 
total of $4,211,201,270.41 was provid- 
fed for current expenses of the gov- 
ernment for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, Chairman Madden of the 
house appropriations committee, an- 
nounced today in summing up the fi- 
nancial activities of the recent ses- 
sion of congress. 

While the amount is $242, 600, 525 
below that made available during the 
present fiscal year, the chairman said 
the reduction would have been only 
about $100,000,000 if the senate had 
passed.the second deficiency supply 
bill and the public buildings measure. 

Simultaneously with the chairman's 
statement, Representative Byrns, of 
Tennessee, ranking democrat on the 
committee, issued a statement de- 
claring that an analysis of the ap- 
propriations for 1928 “shows that the 
cost of the federal government con- 
tinues to grow” despite the claims of 
economy. 

Mr. Madden pointed to many minor 
increases in the activities of the gov- 
ernment and maintained that so iong 
as the country’s normal activities are 
continually enlarging “it is futile to 
expect that the relationship between 
the government and the expanding 
interests of its people can be main- 
tained without an increasing cost.” 

Contending that appropriations 
grow larger with @ach session, Mr. 
Byrns said that “in the face of such 
a situation I often wonder at the 
temerity gf the president or that 
mythical-figure, ‘the -white house 
spokesman’ in their continued claims 
of economy.” 

He declared that the president in 
transmitting budget estimates to con- 
gress each fall, requested a smaller 
amount than would be required, and 
“then quietly, at a later date, sent 
in large supplemental estimates.” 

Burns and Madden both credited 
congress with effecting reductions in 
the amounts requested by the budget 
bureau, holding that during the last 
session a total saving of $563,021 nad 
been made. 

Referring to one of the few in- 
stances where congress exceeded bud- 
get recommendations, Mr. Madden 
said he earnestly hoped that the ap- 
propriation of $450,000, to start con- 
struction- of three light cruisers 
against the president’s wish, would 
not embarrass the chief evecutive in 
the conduct of negotiations looking 
to another arms limitation confer- 
ence. 

He also reiterated his opposition to 
the suggestion made by President 
Coolidge that congress make ap- 
propriations for a two-year period in- 
stead of for each 12 months. He said 
if this were done, appropriations 
would be made at the long session, 
and that virtually all other legisla- 
tion would be postponed to the short 
three-month session. 


Mr. Byrns declared that in addi- 
tion to the general increase in guv- 
ernmental expenditures, appropria- 
tions for maintainence of the white 
house also were becoming larger and 
that it cost $342,000 a year to operate 
the “Mayflower, the president's yacht.

SUIT FOR MILLION 
OF FORD'S MONEY 
WILL BEGIN TODAY 


Sapiro’s Counsel Will 
Seek To Make Manufac- 
turer Prove His Charges 
Against Jews. 


— | 


Detroit, Mich., March 13.—Henry 
Ford, who in the last 20 years has 
nade more money and more automo- 
biles than any man in the world, 
comes into court this week to answer 
a challenge from Aaron Sapiro to 
prove the truth of what Ford has said 
about Sapiro or-pay a million dollars. 

The challenge, before the trial is 
over, not only will include a demand 
to prove that Sapiro was not working 
solely in the interests of the farmers 
when he aided the organization of 
more than 100 cooperative marketing 
associations. but if Sapiro has his 
way will demand the proof of Ford's 
long-standing criticisms of the Jews. 

141 Libels Charged. 

The challenge is made in the trial 
of the million-dollar libel suit which 
Sapiro has brought against Ford, al- 
leging in 21 counts that Ford libeled 
him 141 times in a series of some 20 
articles published in Ford’s Dearborn 
Independent. The articles were under 
the signature of Robert Morgan, said 
to be the pen name of a San Francisco 
writer. 

Ford threatens to parry with a 
claim that the Jewish question is not 
involved; that there is no libel in re- 
ferring to a man as a Jew; and that 
the truth or falsity of what he said 
about Sapiro is the only issue. 

Ford will not be permitted to escape 
the Jewish issue, however, if Ahe pe- 
titioner can help it, according to Wil- 
liam Henry Gallagher, a typical Irish- 
man, and prominent Detroit attorney 
‘who heads the legal staff of Sapiro. 

Perhaps much of the uncertainty as 
to the issues will be eliminated after 
pleadings on Monday when an effort 


will be made to have parts of Ford's 
answer to its complaint thrown out. 


Sapiro, himself born of Jewish par- 
ents and educated by Jewish philan- 
thropy, started in 1915 to organize 
cooperative marketing associations of 
farmers in California. 

40 States Organized. 

Since there have followed organiza- 
tions on the plan worked out by Sapi- 
ro and in which he has had large or 
small part, in some 40 states. They 
market perhaps a billion dollars worth 
of farm products every year—wheat, 
cotton, tobacco, prunes, walnuts, apri- 
cots, peaches, potatoes——most anything 
that a farmer raises.

At Big Personal Sacrifice 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, March 13.—( United 
News.)—It is a real personal sacrifice 
of the kind seldom seen in Washing- 
ton for Senator Borah to turn back 
$2,500 of his annual senatorial salary 
of $10,000. He is probably the least 
able of all senators to afford this 
financially. 

Borah is a poor man. He lives on 
what some of his millionaire colleagues 
spend for cars and servants every 
year. He lives as modestly as any 
man in the senate, occupying a “mall 
apartment, riding on street cars, rare- 
ly traveling, and remaining entirely 
out of society. 

Borah was absent the night the 
senate voted itself a hike of $2,500 
a year. The next day he moved a 
reconsideration but nobody support- 
ed him. He was twitted by other 
senators, one of whom accused him of 
being insincere in this gesture. For 
two years since the salary increase 
went into effect, Borah has kept the 
secret that he wag turning back the 


increase. It has jist leaked out indi- 
rectly. Borah argued that he was 
elected to a $7,500 a year job and 
could not accept the increase until 


tis present term expired. The cun- 


stitution says no congress shall raise 
its own salary but all senators ex- 
cept Borah held that this did not 
apply to holdover senators whose 
terms extended into congresses follow- 
ing a salary increase. 

Borah is one of a few senators who 
are without Barge private means to 
supplement their senatorial salaries.

Newspapers, agents and district of- 
fices were used by Henri Rochette in 
bis successful efforts to sell stock in 
his wild cat companies to the people 
of France. Fifteen years ago he was 
forced to flee to South America due 
to discovery of one of his schemes 
which caused'a political scandal. He 
has been well known in both North 
and South America. Two of his as- 
sociates have been arrested with him. 

Unlike the usual stock company 
swindler Rochette was the central 
figure of a large organization for pro- 
motion and personal contact with pros- 
pective purchasers of stock. He 
founded the newspapers “Lourse des 
Financies” and “Le Moniteur Finan- 
cier,” which also had financial 
agencies and branches’ throughout 
France. 

Weekly financial supplements in 
Rochette’s newspapers boosted certain 
stock such as that of the Society for 
Extraction of Radium from Coal. 
Prospective subscribers were asked to 
request details. Once the subseriber 
had swallowed the bait one of Roch- 
ette’s agents called and showed him 
similar boosting articles in other 
newspapers, all belonging to the 
master swindler’s ring. As a result 
thousands of persons gave their sav- 
ings to the companies and huge sums 
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fort!

Rome, March 13.—-Government as- 
sistance for Italian industry, particu- 
larly in its search for markets, will 
be greatly increased during the next 
few months. 

One of the most important steps in 


enabling big factories to’ grant long 
term credits will be organization of a 
vast company for insurance of credits, 
chiefly credits abroad. It is to be 
called the “National Institute for 
Credit Insurance.” Details of the plan 
are being worked out by the fascist 
national federation of insurance com- 
panies, which refers to the project as 
a “daring enterprise,” but adds that 
the plan will have the backing of 
several of Italy’s largest insurance 
companies. The state assistance for 
this project will be provided by the 
“National Institute for Insurance,” a 
state organization, through the sub- 
scription of half the necessary capl- 
tal to make the new project a suc- 
cess. 

It is estimated that before the plans 
can be fully carried out the new 
credit insurance institute must have 
a fully paid up capital of 10,000,000,- 
000 lire——negrly $450,000,000. ‘The 
field of operation is so large it is 
thought this money will be easily 
found. Fascist circles insist that all 
the money invested in this organiza- 
tion should be Italian, thus freeing 
it from any foreign influence what- 
ever. 

From reliable sources the _ writer 
learns that this credit insurance com- 
pany has been made necessary by the 
failure of the national institute for 
exports, organized a year ago, to func- 
tion in a satisfactory manner. 

In conjunction with the credit in- 
surance the government plans to sta- 
tion able business men abroad to 
keep in closest touch with market 
conditions throughout the world and 
to assist in placing large accounts for 
Italian firms.

There is no.appeal that strikes 
quite so deep into the human heart 
as that of the under-privileged, or 
the destitute, or the homeless and 
abandonéd child. 

There is no work of reclamation s0 
noble as that of finding a Christian 
home, and a loving care, and a cor- 
rect and ennobling environment, for 


‘such a child. 


Often have I thought of it—the 
“fork of the roads” in the tender 
young life of a baby whose destiny 
must be framed by others! 

The salvaging of children—the off- 
spring of illegitimacy; of worthless, 
drifting parents; of criminality; of 
of honest, worthy but 
helpless parents; of inescapable mis- 
fortune—the greatest work under the 
canopy of Heaven today! 

And that is why I am so strong 
for the Children's Home society—of 
Georgia, and of every state. 

When I was editor of the Times- 
Union in Jacksonville I watched and 
gloried in Fagg’s great accomplish- 
ments in that state. 

I have watched the Georgia society, 
and I have felt, in’ recent months, 
even closer—if that were possible—to 
my good friend Robert E. Harvey— 
shepherd on the Gallilean hills—to his 
associates, for their good work for this 
institution that is doing such a won- 
derful service in this state, and yet 
which is receiving a support that is 
only negligible outside of Atlanta. 

And that is just what I want to 
talk about— 

= 

The decision of the Georgia Chil- 
dren’s Home society to extend its or- 
ganization throughout the _ state 
should meet with the ready and 
cordial support of every Georgian. 
That means “every”’—pbelieve me! 

The society has been working quiet- 
ly for 16 years to extend relief wner- 
ever it has been asked and of what- 
ever kind proved necessary. 

It has found good foster homes for 
1,500 orphaned, abandoned, neglected 
and ill-treated children and has been 
able to reestablish, or help in restor- 
ing, the natural homes of more than 
twice as many others who were 
threatened with utter destitution be- 
fore the society’s aid was enlisted. 

This help has been extended to the 
children of 92 different Georgia coun- 
ties, reaching 69 during last year 
alone. 

The type of service rendered has 
been of such quality that the Child 
Welfare League of America has given 
it class “A” rating, equal to that of 
any other child welfare. agency in 
the United States. 

The Georgia department of public 
welfare has urged its expansion to 
meet adequately the needs of the en- 
tire state. 

The extension program has been 
undertaken in response to a virtual 
challenge by the state department in 
its report on the society’s work for 
1926. This report concluded with the 
following recommendation: 


. “The one outstanding need of 
the society at the present time is 
more concentrated effort along 
the lines of state-wide education 
and organization to lay a sound 
financial basis which will guaran- 

. tee the permaneacy of the above 
social work standards and which 
will adequately. meet the needs 
of the state at large.” 


Citizens of Georgia, of highest 
rank in business and civic life, should 
esteem it a signal honor to have a 
part in carrying out. this recommen- 
dation to the end that no child in 
Georgia shall ever raise a plaintive 
voice in appeal for help without a 
ready answer.

This connection with the conven- 
tion of course gave to him a wealth 


of information that perhaps no other

The fact is, with Dr. Small, there is 
only one other survivor of that mem- 
orable occasion—-Frank Chambers, 
now a resident of Macon. 


This history of the last constitu- 
tional convention, by its official re- 
porter, written exactly 50 years later, 
will be peculiarly timely at this time 
in view of the announced determina- 
tion of several members of the gen- 
eral assembly, at this year’s session, 
to press legislation for another con- 
stitutional convention to be held at 
the earliest possible date. The story 
of the last convention, therefore, is 
really needed.

ual. Pneumonia germs, diphtheria’ 
germs, tubercle bacilli, none of them 
do a bit of harm until they have in- 
vaded the tissues of the host. That 
is what infection means—the germs 
invade the tissues, and not that 
germs have been swallowed or have 
gotten into the saliva or into the 
nose or the. throat. 


Even infection, invasion of the tis- 
sues of the body by disease germs, 
does not necessarily signify sickness 
or disease. If any large group of us 
were given the tuberculin test today 
a considerable proportion of us, 
though perfectly well, would react 
positively. This proves, absolutely and 
beyond any reasonable question, that 
the reactor has tuberculosis some- 


where in his body. That is, he is in- 
fected with tuberculosis, has some, 
focus of tuberculous infection, a col- 
ony of tubercle bacilli, somewhere in | 


remain well and live long and prosper. 
His infection is latent. Possibly some 
day, if the conditions happen to be 
just right, the latent tuberculosis may 
become active and the host will then 
become sick. But most of us go 
through life with just such a local 
latent tuberculosis infection—about 
60 per cent of all necropsy records 
show this latent tuberculosis, irre- 
spective of the cause of death. 

Of course it is not strictly accurate 
to say that a person who has latent 
tuberculosis is perfectly sound and 
well. Certainly the lymph nodes or 
“glands” which harbor the tubercu- 
lous focus are not normal. But so 
far as any tests we have for health 
or for health’ impairment show, the 
individual may be perfectly well. 

Sheep or rabbits.infected with an- 
thrax will go on quietly feeding and 
apparently normal until they die sud- 
denly without previous manifestation 
of disease, although their blood 
swarms with anthrax germs. Here is 
an instance of a general infection 
without any indication of sickness or 
disease. 

The mere presence of germs doesn’t 
necessarily mean infection or disease. 
Nor does the killing of germs in the 
mouth, nose or throat signify that 
you are bothering any germs which 
may have invaded adjacent tissues.

What the Constitution Says. 

The article of the constitution un- 
der which the demand resolutions were 
authorized is the fifth, and reads as 
follows: 

“The congress, whenever two-thirds 
of both houses shall deem it necessary, 
shall propose amendments to this con- 
stitution, or, on the application of the 
legislatures of two-thirds of the sev- 
eral states, shall eall a conven- 
tion for proposing amendments,” ete. 

It will be noted that in the event 
of the concurrence of the legislatures 
of two-thirds of the states’ in asking 
for a convention, congress is given no 
discretion to act or refuse to act. The 
constitution is mandatory’ that it 
“shall call a convention.” Other- 
wise that clause in ihe consti- 
tution would be as impotent as 
“Caesar's arm when Caesar’s head is 
off !’’ 

But the claim is set up now in the 
legislature of New York. by wet rep- 
resentatives whe want the eighteenth 
amendment taken from the constitu- 
tion. that a federal constitutional con- 
vention would do that. Hence a reso- 
lution is pending in that legislature 
to record New York as applying for 
such a convention and the claim is 
made that oniy four more gtates are 
now needed to be added to the pre- 
vious 28 in order to compel the calling 
of the convention. 


The claim is not a valid one. It is 
the recollection of the writer (without 
having all the original texts before 
him), that most of the resolutions 
heretofore sent to congress recited, 
either in preamble or body, the ex- 
press amendment desired by the enact- 
ing legislature. In other words, some 
specified the income tax amendment 
and most of them the one for the 
popular election of United States sen- 
ators: but both those amendments*are 
now in the constitution.

There are five amendments that 
have been submitted to the legisla- 
tures of the states that have not been 
ratified, but are yet vital and still 
subject to ratification. It is prac- 
tically certain that none of them ever 
will be ratified. 

If, however, mere requests for 
amendments ,by state conventions, 
state legislatures, and political na- 
tional conventions, are to be regarded 
as “eontinuous,” then there are hun- 
dreds of them in the files of congress. 

The supreme court of the United 
States has expressed the opinion that 
the makers of the constitution and the 
intendments of the document concur 
in the view that when an amendment 
is “deemed necessary” and is sub- 
mitted it should be ratified or reject- 
ed within. reasonable season; and that 
the court, in a specific case, would so 
hold.

The Perils of a Convention. 

The perfervid proponents of a con- 
stitutional convention who hope that 
it would submit an amendment to re- 
peal the eighteenth amendment and 
quit on that are not wise atudents 
of the action of power. 

The Mississippi river is a stream of 
tremendous and useful power, but 
when it breaks its levee it spreads 
terrible deaths and devastation over 
vast regions within its reach! 

But, the conventionites protest, “we 
only want that one little amendment !” 
Which reminds that when Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke was our minister to the 
Netherlands his observations in Hol- 
land led him to the remark that “a 
rat boring a hole in the dike could let 
in the sea and destroy the kingdom!”

State constitutional conventions 
have made new constitutions and de- 
clared them supreme law without sub- 
mitting them‘to the vote of the peo- 
ple; and the supreme court of the 
United States. notably and lastly in 
the case of Mississippi, held that the 
convention represented the sovereign 
power of the state and the constitu- 
tion it made and declared operative 
was as valid as if it had been ratified 
by popular vote.

Could Make a New System. 

If a state constitutional convention 
could do that, why could not a federal 
constitution do the same * 

The original constitutional conven- 
tion of 1787 was chosen by the states 
to “revise the articles of confedera- 
tion.” but instead it made a new 
constitution. and Mr. Madison, in 
No. 40 of The Federalist, speaking of 
the alleged defect of the powers of the 
convention, says: 

“They (the members of the conven- 
tion) must have reflected that, in all 
great changes of established govern- 
ments, forms ought to give way to 
substance; that a rigid adherence in 
such cases to the former would render 
nominal and nugatory the transcen- 
dant and precious right of the people 
to abolish or alter this government, 
as to them shall seem most likely to 
effect their safety and happiness. ... 
No little ill-timed scruples, no zeal 
for adhering to ordinary forms, were 
anvwhere seen.” 

James Wilson, member of the con- 
vention and afterwards justice on the 
supreme court bench, said : 

“The people may change the con- 
stitution whenever and however they 
please. This is a right of which no 
positive institution can deprive them.” 

Under such declarations, which are 
samples of hundreds by the most emi- 
nent Americans, imagine the proposi- 
tions that would be brought forward 
in a federal constitutional convention 
of today! 

There is not a settled interest of 
the nation that would be safe. Every 
doctrinaire, every radical politicastro, 
every assumed reformer, would be 
clamoring to. have his project em- 
bodied in the “new constitution.” and 
who can foretell how many ideas of 
socialism, communism, sovietism, 
would get in?

Lite Text Books 


BY RALPH T. JONES. 
Education is incomplete that falls 
to include more than a passing ac- 
quaintance with the text books of 
those past masters of satire and wit, 
of harmony and melodic loveliness, 

Messrs. Gilbert and Sullivan. 
To attempt the task of raising a 
large family of children to intelligent 
man- and womanhood, without a 


handy reference, now and then, to 
the great axioms taught by Mr. Gil- 
bert and made musical by Sir Arthur 
Sullivan, would be fatuous impos- 
sibility. In fact, may it not be true 
that a large part of the unsatistac- 
tory traits evidenced by modern youth 
are due to woeful ignorance of these 
two teachers? 

For instance, how can a student 
better learn the truth about family 
influence in political economy than 
through the famous lines “and we are 
his sisters and his cousin (that he 
reckons up by dozens) and his 
aunts?” Of course, in the Gilbertian 
example, it was an admiralship that 
the female relatives had secured for 
their favorite family hero. But could 
it not as easily be a governorship, or 
even a congressmanship? 

Again, what a wealth of human na- 
ture is told in the lines beginning 
“When a felon’s not engaged in his 
employment.” Or what tragedy in 
“I have a song to singo.” Especially 
when intoned by some vocalists. Or 
what excellent advice for matrimonial 
felicity in “There is music in the 
howling of the blast.” And what so- 
cialist ever spoke a more trenchant 
line on snobbery than “Blow, biow, 
ye trumpets and ye brasses; Bow, tow, 
ye lower middle classes.” 

And so, examples without end. 

All of which is merely to draw the 
attention of wise parents and teach- 
ers to a new volume, a condensed 
version of the Gilbert and Sullivan 
works, which has recently been pub- 
lished. D. Appleton and Company, 
New York, are the benefactors to 
descriminating mankind. The volume 
is entitled “Gilbert and Sullivan at 
Home.” It includes all the best solo, 
duet, and ensemble numbers trom 
the best known dozen of the famous 
light opera classics. It also tells in 
skeleton form the story of each opera. 

And the growing child who imbibes 
the gentle satire of Gilbert and the 
tuneful melody of Sir Arthur stand- 
ing round the parental piano. will 
gain too keen a sense of humor to 
become an absolute fool in later life 
Which is a satisfaction and a reas- 
surance to any parent.

T wenty-Nine States, 
Ship’ Trish: Potatoes 
To Local Markets 


Atlanta draws its Irish potato sup- 
ply from twenty-nine states, accord- 
ing to figures made publie by Aflanta 
freight agents, based. on a study by 
the bureau of railway economics at 
Washington. 

The city receives more potatoes 
from Minnesota, a p-oducing state_in- 
volving a longer haul, than it .does 
from Maine, New York, Michigan. and 
Illinois combined, all involving shorter 
hauls. Even Idaho ships as many po- 
tatoes into Atlanta as does the state 
of Michigan. 

Atlanta unloads and consumes 800 
to 1,000 carloads of Irish potatoes a 
year. . Official figures compiled 4in- 
clude 165 cars from Minnesota, 103 
from Virginia, 97 cars from Florida 
and 88 cars from Georgia. The rest 
of the total came from 25 other states. 
Birmingham gets potatoes from 31 
states, Memphis from 33. states and 
New Orleans from 25 states. 


With respect. to prices paid the 
farmer and prices in the wholesale and 
retail markets, there were wide fluc- 
tuations within the period from week 
to week and month to month, the study 
showed. The freight-rate level remain- 
ed virtually stable in this constantly 
changing market situation. Freight 
rates, therefore, it was shown, could 
not have been A factor in the fluctua- 
tions of the prices paid for white po- 
tatoes, either to the farmer or the 
wholesale or retail. markets.

Unique Pumping Equipment 
Improves Macon Water Supply 


Burford, Hall & Smith, of Atlanta, 
recently were awarded a contract 
amounting to $41,000 by the board of 
water commissioners at Macon, for 
new pumping machinery to in- 
stalled at the river plant. 


The apparatus comprises a 10,000-- 


gallon daily centrifugal pump, driven 
through speed reducing gears by a 
steam turbine, all of which is made 
by-the De Lavel Steam Turbine com- 
N. J., an American 
concern which was the pioneer in in- 
troducing the centrifugal type of pump 
into this country some years ago for 
city water work service. The centrif- 
ugnzl pum: is free of valves, recip- 
rocating motion and much simpler 
than the old type of reciprocating 


‘pump, whose place it has supplanted 


for this work. The steam turbine, 
is much better adapted for pres- 
ent day power requirements than its 
old rival, the reciprocating engine, it 


‘is said. 


The city of Macon has a rnique 
water works distributing system in 
that it employs two pressures, namely 
100 pounds for a low pressure sys- 
tem and 150 pounds for a high pres- 
sure system. These two systems are 
necessary in that the water consum- 
ers in the low lving sections of the 
city are supplied by the low pressure 
and the consumers in the higher ele- 
vations are supplied by the high pres- 
sure. This is one.of the few such sys- 
tems in the som‘h. 

The board of commissioners, com- 
prising C. Williamson, Ben I. 
Hendrix, Jesse Mitchell. and R. E. 
Findlay, secretary, and their chief 
engineer, R. Taliaferro, desiring 
to “increase the capacity and efficiency 
of the plant, made a study of their 
problem and determined that an ap- 
preciable saving could be effected by 
the installation of this De Lavel sin- 
gle pumping unit, as this would do the 
work of the two pumps and the two 
engines being used at the present time 
on the two pressure systems. The new 
centrifugal pump is so designed that 
it will supply automatically the neces- 


sary amount of water both to 
high and low pressure systems, re- 
gardless of any variable demand on 
each system. 

Burford, Hall & Smith, contracting 
engineers of Atlanta, will furnish and 
install’ ths new complete | pumping 
equipment, including auxiliaries and 
piping. This firm also is installing 
at the present time a complete power 
and pumping plant for the city of 
Knoxville, Tenn.

Fitzgerald, Ga., March 13.—(Spe- 
clul.)—Fifteen hundred people at- 
tended the hog calling contest here 
Saturday, when 40 contestants were 
awarded prizes. The contest was the

S. L. Lewis, of the South Georgia A. 
and M..college, of Tifton, and Chan- 
ning Cope, of the Georgia utilities 
bureau, were the principal speakers, 

The speaking was held in the court- 
house, which was practically filled 
with farmers and their families. The 
hog calling contest was held in the 
afternoon, preceded by a concert by 
the Fitzgerald Community band.

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CLEANING---DYEING 
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Venetian Window Blinds Will 
Please Many Office Workers 


The proper lighting and ventilating 
of offices is a matter that is consid- 
ered now more carefully by the own- 
ers of all large ee than in 
former years. 


Some years ago a survey was made 
ina large city to ascertain why many 
offices in buildings that were well 
located were only occupied part of the 
time. This brought to light that the 
main reason most of the tenants 
moved was because for several hours 
every day the sun would shine direct- 
ly in the faces of some of the occu- 
pants of these offices. 

Naturally the first thing to do was 
to put up window shades and these 
of course accomplished the purpose 
of keeping the glare c2 the sun out— 
but these same shades also would cut 
off too much light for most every- 
body in the room. If it was in sum- 
mer time and the windows were up 
and the wind was blowing the shades 
were flapping back and forth and if 
the windows were put down the office 
became stiffiing hot. 

The facts were further brought out 
that whether the windows were up 
or down they brought discomfort to 
somebody or if the shades were raised 
or lowered -some were having too 
much glare while those in dark cor- 
ners were having to strain their eyes. 
The hest solution to please everybody 

was to move to a modern office where 
ihe architects and building owners 


had solved this problem for everybody 
by putting up Venetian blinds. 

It is doubtful if there is a large 
city in this country where Venetian 
blinds can do more good than right 
here in Atlanta. Most of our large 
buildings and hotels stand out promi- 
nently by themselves and, not being 
hemmed in by other tall buildings, the 
morning, noon or evening sun can get 
to most all of them every day that the 
sun shines and what large city en- 
joys as many sunshiny days as this 
big city does? 

Venetian blinds are not something 
new but the great mass of the Ameri- 
can people may not be aware of the 
many advantages there are in having 
them in offices, hotels and factories 
and if every large building owner or 
employer would give a little more 
attention to the natural light and 
ventilation of rooms where many peo 
ple work daily the results will pay 
manifold in increased efficiency.

Athens, Ga., March 13.—(Special.) 
Declaring that much unity exists be- 
tween the races in the south, Rev. B. 
R. Holmes, president of Holmes insti- 
tute, of Atlanta, was the principal 
speaker here today at an inter-racial 
mass meeting held in the First A. M. 
E. church. 

Rev. Holmes declared that_there was 
never a time in the history of the two 
races that more friendly relations ex- 
isted than at present. “Unrest among 
the colored people in the rural dis- 
tricts has passed and the people are 
settling down on the farms and are 
preparing to make the best crops in 
the history of the south,’’ Holmes said. 

“The best class of people of both 
races are cooperating to make the 
south the best place to live. The ne- 
gro is his worst enemy, he does more 
to imperil his progress than any other 
agency. The colored race has spent 
enough money since the emancipation 
for whisky and other worthless things 
to pay in five years for all the 
churches and school buildings in the 
south,” the speaker declared.

urged to do so at once in order to 
keep “out of jail.” 

Single men with incomes of $1,500 
or less are not required to file re- 
turns, while married men with in- 
comes of $3,500 or less are likewise 
lucky in not being required to fill 
out returns. Those with higher. in- 
comes than the amounts given above 
are allowed the $1,500, if single, or 
the $3,500, if married, as their ex- 
emption. 

Standing room is seeceel to be at 
a premium today in the federal build- 
ing offices of the internal revenue 
collector, as ‘many Atlantans have 
put off their returns until the last 
moment, it was said.

A Davis cup committee of 17 mem- 
ber: has been named by Jones W. 
Mersereau, president of the United 
States Lawn ‘Tennis association, to 
select the cup defenders as well as 
to take charge of the preliminary 
matches in the European and Ameri- 
can zones. 

Twenty-four nations have _ chal- 
lenged for the trophy this year. ‘The 
United States will be harder put to 
defend the cup than on any pre- 
vious occasion since the decline of 
the great Australian combination of 
pre-war days.

record earnings in the annual reports | 


of industrial companies. General Blo- 
*ors, the first company to give out 
its 1926 annual report, did show 
new high for all time in both gross 
earnings and surplus applicable to 
dividends. This brilliant General Mo- 
tors statement, however, left Wall 
street wholly unprepared for the sec- 
ond installment of 1926 annual re- 
ports. 

Within the last few days White Mo- 
tor reports for 1926 a surplus of only 
_ $2.566.000 for dividends against $5,- 
976.000 for 1925, with a deficit last 
year after dividends of $333,000 
against a final surplus over dividends 
for 1925 of $3,276,000. Gross sales 
of the company for 1926 amounting 
to $64,578,000 were 11.9 per cent larg- 
er than for 1925. The president of the 
company says that the final results 
for last year were due to overvaluing 
of used trucks taken in exchange for 
new trucks and heavy credit losses in 
two localities, 

United States Rubber shows this 
week its 1926 sales at $215.000.000 
against only $206,000,000 for 1925. Net 
for 1926, however, amounted to only 
$7.761,000 against $17,509,000 for 
1925. The executive head of this 
company explains that the 1926 show- 
ing was due to the decline which oc- 
curred in the cost of crude rubber. 
In December of 1926 crude rubber 
was worth $1.09 a pound. In January 
of 1926 a violent decline in price start- 
ed that carried the open market quo- 
tation bv the end of the year to 33 
eents. Inventories of finished goods 
taken at cost of production showed 
losses. 

Woolen . Losses. 

American Woolen reports this week 
for 1926 an operating loss of $4.225,- 
000 against a surplus for 1925 of 
$949,000. After payment of the cumu- 
lative preferred dividend there was a 
deficit for 1926 of $7.727.000 against 
the 1925 deficit of $2,555,000. The 
executive head of this company ¢x- 
plains to the shareholders; “An aver- 
age of 20 per cent decline in wool 
prices entailed not only a_ severe 
shrinkage in the value of the com- 
pany’s raw material supplies but auto-

Marlan Oil reports $77,608,000 
gross for 1926 against only $64,718,- 
000 for 1925. pite this gain in 
sross, however, the 1926 surplus for 
dividends was only $11.690,000 against 
$14,790,000 for 1925. Simms Pe- 
troleum reports a surplus for dividends 
for 1926 of $1,491,000 against $2,- 
636.000 for 1925. 

Not all of the 1926 annual reports 
are disappointing. Baldwin Locomo- 
tivé, American Telephone and Tele- 
craph, American Smelters and a few 
more of the preliminary 1926 indus- 
trial statements make nearly as ¢ 
a showing as General Motors. How- 
ever, there is no disguising the fact 
that some of the 1926 annual reports 
now coming to hand are very cisap- 
pointing. 

Throughout 1926 hank clearings, 
freight car loadings and other similar 
statistics showed the volume of busi- 
ness being handled throughout the 
country at a new high level. "Through- 
out the year, however, the trend of 
commodity prices continued downward 
without attracting much attention. 
From now on more attention is like: 
lv to be paid té the trend of com- 


Profited By Decline. 
From the foregoing remarks of of- 
\ficials of indystrial companies it is 


| plain that the decline in commodity 


prices had much to do with the un- 
favorable reports submitted to share- 
holders. There is one class of in- 
dustry, however, that has profited by 
this decline in commodity prices, trans- 
portation. The railroads profited by 
the large volume of business created 
last year by the industrial companies 
and also by the decline in commodity 
prices, The railroads were able to 
buy what they needed cheaper while 
ut the same time their selling prices 
have remained unchanged under strict 
government regulations. 

While the foregoing disappointing 
industrial annual reports were being 
given out Rock Island made its pre- 
liminary 1926 statement, the first of 
the railroad statements to be given 
out. Rock Island’s gross for 1926 
amounted to $137.911,000, against 
$130.683,000 for 1925. But operat- 
ing expenses, however, increased to 
only $102,812,000 from $100,769,000 
in 1925. For 1926 there was a sur- 
plus for dividends of $11,515,000, 
equal to $10.67 a share on the out- 
standing common stock after allow- 
ing for preferred dividends against 

6.966,000, or $4.56 a share for the 
steeds stock for 1925. 

Since 1914 our industrial companies 
have made enormous increases in pro- 
duction facilities. Efforts to keep 
these increased production facilities 
fully employed and thereby hold down 
manufacturing costs are at the bot- 
tom of the decline which has occurred 
steadily during the past 18 months in 
the average commodity prices. But 
while the industrial companies have 
heen increasing their production fa: 
cilities the railroads of the country 
have made practically no additions to 
mileage in the past 15 or 20° years. 
In the meantime while industrial cor- 
porations have increased outstanding 
stock in proportion to increased pro- 
duction facilities the outstanding stock 
of the railroads has remained prac- 
tically unchanged. 

This is at the bottom of the increas- 
ed interest that is being shown in rail-

Casablanca. Morocco, March
